They say, first, that under the grant- 
ing Acts of 1862, 1864 and 1874, made by 
Congress in favor of various corpora- 
tions, the lands given were not assess- 
able for State, county or municipal 
purposes, because Congress had a 
right to and did attach to said Acts a 
condition for the yment of sur- 
veying costs before such title as would 
be assessable had vested or could vest 
ia any of said companies. 

The decision by Justice Miller re- 
views all the cases decided by that 
Court. He also restates the law to be 
that Congress has full right in a prover 
case to amend, add to, or repeal any 
conditions attaching at the time of 
grant. | 

The Court saysin conclusion: “We 
are aware of the use being made of 
this principle by the companies, who 
having earned the lands neglect to pay 
these costs in order to preven: taxa- 
tion. The remedy lies with Congress 
and is of easy application. If that 
body will take steps to enforce its lien 
for these costs of survey by sale of the 
lands or by forfeiture of title the 
Treasury of the United States would 
soon be reimbursed for its expenses in 
making the surveys and the Statesand 
Territories iu which the lands lay be 
remitted to their appropriate rights of 
taxation. The Courts can dono more 
than declare the law as it exists.” 

In view of this decision and the fact 
that it was filed December 7, 1885, I 
call your attention to the provision of 
the Act of July, 1886, mentioned, and 
with the query whether this Act be- 
came law in ggg pan and in the 
light of.

This latter portion 
being somewhat undulating, it has 
e past been devoted: princi- 
pally to stock growing, and the 
road expanse of unsett ed moun- 
tainous country surrounding the 
Plains furnish unlimited quantities 
of excellent bunch grass and other 
varieties equally nutritious for all 
kind of stock. The soil of the 
Plains is very rich and grows wild 
grass in profusion, and there is ap- 
parently no reason why tame grass 
and grain should not thrive equally 
as well. It is probable that water 
could materially increase the 
growth of grass or grain. The 
natural flow on the surface is lim- 
ited, but it is the belief of those 
competent to judge that an ample 
supply can be obtained by artesian 
wells. 
- Water has been struck there at 
from twenty to fifty feet deep in 
wells now in use. 

It has been asserted by those 
who are in position to know, that 
Blue Lake, situated about 20 miles 
in a uorth-easterly direction from 
the Plains, can be tapped and the 
water brought onto this land. 
i pee parties say that there will 

be great expense attached to this 
project, but considering the very 

he quality and the numberless 
acres of land, there is no doubt but 
it would repay the projectors. 

The climate is about the same as 
in Honey Lake Valley, 20 miles 
north of it, which is thickly settled 
and raises fine fruits, grain, grasses 
and vegetables. 

The Nevada and California rail- 
road, now being built north from 
Reno ae liga from which town 
the Plains are about 115 miles 
north, is projected across this tract 

of land from south te north, on its 
Binet line to the Columbia River, 
on the north of Oregon. The pres- 
ent terminus of this road is now 
about.85 miles south of Madeline, 
but a large force of men are short- 
ening the distance as fast as labor 
can. The surface of the Plains is 
principally covered with a growth 
of ebrush which is easily re-

rounding them, on which there is 
plenty for all,
